The Office of Price Administra­ 
tion is conducting the tests of the 
new’ rubber substitute and tires 
made from the process are being 
used on Washington tax i cabs to 
determine their durability. 
Government officials are con­ 
cealing the name of the inventor 
and the location of his plant which 
is now under guard of FBI agents. 
OPA officials said that it was of 
real importance to keep all infor­ 
mation concerning the plant, the 
inventor and his process secret. 
They said that he had worked on 
his rubber substitute for six years 
in a small southern town. 
Nearly Ready for .Market 
The new’ product can be put on 
the market within a few’ months, 
according to the inventor, and he 
claims it will have a market price 
of 15 cents a pound where other 
synthetic rubber sells for about 
44 cents. The plant necessary for 
mass production, he claims, can 
be built 
quickly 
because it re­ 
quires very little steel 
for

ple. 
"Every century has its historic 
problems and tasks to solve or 
fulfill before contemporaries can 
enjoy the fruits 
of such trials and 
privations. We are now passing 
through such a period." 
Marshal Herman Goeriiyj, desig­ 
nated by Hitler as his successor, 


u 


o paid tribute to the Fuehrer, 
diting him with the direction of 
Russian campaign. He sum- 
ned 
the 
German 
people 
to 
"‘fight all-out to safeguard the 
power and glory of the Reich for 
all time." 
But while Goering gave credit 
to Hitler for the Russian cam­ 
paign, his speech also reflected 
his concern over the situation on 
this front. 
“It W'ould have been logical had

farm specialist upon the Washing ton scene 
at the beg inning of the present administra­ 
tion. a Vice President had little to do with, 
the g overnment.

body, but sudi an office is routine and 
colorless. It has long been a standing jest 
that, between elections, nobody knew who 
was Vice President.

It is timely now, when the g overn­ 
ment needs ex ecutive ability wherever it 
can be found.

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BOARD TO RETIRE MANY 
W 
ASHINGTON— Several days ag o Rear 
Admiral Randall J acobs, chief of the 
Bureau of Navig ation, vig orously urg ed 
the House Naval Affairs Committee to ap­ 
prove a bill to create a Women's Aux iliary 
Reserve in order to release much needed 
men for combat duty. The Navy, the Ad­ 
miral g ravely warned, is facing a serious 
shortag e of seag oing officers and sailors to 
man its rapidly ex panding fleets. 
J acobs’ testimony was ex traordinary 
in the lig ht of what other Navy brasshats 
are doing on this problem of seag oing per­ 
sonnel. 
It may sound unbelievable but it is an 
absolute fact that 
these brasshats today 
are preparing to place on the retired list 
on J une 30 hundreds of ex perienced reg u­ 
lar Navy and Marine Corps officers with 
from 10 to 25 years of active service. 
On that day the Navy careers of these 
officers are slated to come to an end. Be­ 
cause of the g reat w ar need, actually they 
won’t be let out. What will happen is this; 
They will be placed on the retired list and 
simultaneously recalled 
to 
active duty. 
But as far as chances for promotion or a 
Navy future is concerned, they are all 
washed up. 
When the war is over they 
will revert to retired status and be drop­ 
ped. 
This is nothing new. 
It lias been g o­ 
ing on for years. 
Selection Boards, made 
up ot brasshats, have “ passed over ’ thous- 
ands of officers often because of some 
personal pique 
ag ainst 
them 
or their 
wives or 
because, 
as 
happened several 
years ag o in the case of a g roup of w orld- 
famous pilots, they were not Annapolis 
g raduates. 
These 
officers 
entered 
the 
Navy’s 
fledg ling air 
branch 
during the World 
\\ ar. 
They became the backbone of this 
service, pioneering 
many 
developments 
and setting many world records. 
But be­ 
cause they did not have the Annapolis 
lable when they became elig ible for pro­ 
motion to the rank of Commander, a Selec­ 
tion Board “ passed 
over’’ every one of 
them and earmarked them for retirement. 
Outrag ed by this g ross unfairness, Con­ 
g ress passed a special bill to save these 
officers. 
But the 
brasshats 
were more 
powerful than Cong ress. 
They went to 
the President and g ot him to veto the bill. 
Today, these officers are still serving 
their country 
in 
dang erous 
posts — as 
“ discards” who, i/ they survive the war, 
will be letired as a “ reward” for their 
service.

The words “ fainting spell’’ 
are often used as an euphemistic 
ex pression for people who have 
mild attacks of epilepsy or periods 
o f unconsciousness in the early 
stag e o f brail tumor and cerebral 
arteriosclerosis.

know when a patient faints thut 
the blood leaves the brain entire­ 
ly, the blood pre-sure falls very 
low and the heart stands entirely 
still for a while. 
This may be 
broug ht on by fatig ue or emotion, 
a too-lor.g period without food or 
at the beg inning of a mild illness. 
Careful Eiamination Necessary 
Vertig o, or dizziness, and faint­ 
ing spells often g o tog ether. When 
these occur either alone or to­ 
g ether in young people, 1 think it 
is a suiiiciently serious symptom 
to call for a careful ex amination. 
In people over fifty, they are so 
common as to ba of little sig nifi­ 
cance, or at least can usually be 
adjusted by a few days of rest in 
bed and a cutting -dow n o f activity. 
Women after the ag e of fifty 
who are underg oing the climac­ 
teric chang e are often, bothered 
with attacks o f vertig o and faint­ 
ing . They must be assured that 
tnis is common and natural and 
will pass, and simply means that 
nature is telling them not to over­ 
do and not to strain their vital 
reserves. 
In many people over the ag e of 
fifty, both vertig o and syncope, in 
most cases, mean nothing more 
than a lack of elasticity of the 
arteries o f the brain, which does 
not allow them to respond as rap­ 
idly to sudden chang es o f posi­ 
tion. to ¿ udden ex prtion and espe­ 
cially to sudden emotions. Both 
in men and women the car may 
be at fault and treatment directed 
at that source is indicated. 


I « ■ of Substitution Drug s 


In women especially, but also 
in men, the use o f substitution 
drug s w hich .are used during the 
menopause are very valuable. 
But the most important thing 
o f all is rest and relax ation. This 
is especially important in war 
time. It is my ex perience that the 
young have a pretty g ood time 
during wars and 
rather enjoy 
them, but the old feel out of it and

Shing les i* a very 
painful eruption of the skin which 
breaks out over the area o f the 
distribution of a nerve. It is prob­ 
ably an infectious disea c which 
localizes in toe senso i) g ang . ta o f 
the nerve and causes hemorrhag es 
there. The fact that it affects the 
sensory part o f the nerv* is what 
makes it so painful. The cour-c 
o f the disease may be divided into 
three stag es: first, several days 
o f pain without eruption; second, 
the skin eruption which appears 
in the form of hard blisters with 
in tense inflam m ato ry reactio n 
around the point; and the con­ 
valescent period, during which 
the skin heals up. 
The whole 
course o f the disease usually lasts 
about three 
weeks. 
The 
best 
treatment is to use the X-ray over 
the area o f the alTectcd g ang lia. 
Another treatment is the use o f 
small doses of diphtheria anti­ 
tox in. Why this latter works is 
not known.

’HE designation of Henry A. \N allace as 
supreme commander of the nation’s 


“Economic war offensive” seems to be an­ 
other step in one of the most surprising in­ 
novations in our governmental history. Ln- 
til the advent of this quiet middle-western 
farm specialist upon the Washington scene 
at the beginning of the present administra­ 
tion, a Vice President had little to do with 
the government. 
He was expected to pre­ 
side over the Senate, as president of that 
body, but such an office is routine and 
colorless. 
It has long been a standing jest 
that, between elections, nobody knew who 
was Vice President. The main function of 
a V. P. was supposed to be dining out. 
In the last few y e a n that status has 
been changed. 
The President began by 
inviting Mr. Wallace 
to cabinet sessions, 
and there lie has become a regular attend­ 
ant often participating iii important discus­ 
sions. Heal jobs were assigned to him. Un­ 
der his mild and modest exterior, lie was 
found to have administrative talent. 
He 
has become head of the Board of Economic 
Warfare, a job which grows steadily more 
important. 
With the powers now delegat­ 
ed to him, he may play a vital role in the 
government. 
This, many people think, is a proced­ 
ure that should have been followed long 
ago. 
It is timely now, when the govern­ 
ment needs executive ability wherever it 
can be found. 


NECESSARY PAPER 


I F ANY person throws away or destroys

paper or cardboard in Britain, he is 
liable to prosecution.

Fainting Spells Have 
Quite Different Causes 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
FAINTING, or syncope, may 
occur sufficiently often to some 
people to constitute a real dis­ 
ability and source of worry. These 
spells usually do not mean any­ 
thing serious at all, but in all cir­ 
cumstances they require some in-

(caligation and at least, defini­ 
tion. The words “fainting spell’’ 
are often used as an euphemistic 
expression for people who have 
mild attacks of epilepsy or periods 
of unconsciousness in tho early 
stage of brain tumor and cerebral 
arteriosclerosis. 
A real fainting spell is a fairly 
simple thing to understand. We 
know when a patient faints thut 
the blood leaves the brain entire­ 
ly, the blood pressure falls very 
low and the heart stands entirely 
still for a while. This may bo 
brought on by fatigue or emotion, 
a too-long period without food or 
a t the beginning of a mild illness. 
Careful Elim ination Necessary 
Vertigo, or dizziness, and faint­ 
ing spells often go together. When 
these occur either alone or to­ 
gether in young people, I think it 
is a sufficiently serious symptom 
to call for a careful examination. 
In people over fifty, they are so 
common as to ba of little signifi­ 
cance, or a t least can usually be 
adjusted by a few days of rest in 
bed and a cutting-down of activity. 
Women after the age of fifty 
who are undergoing the climac­ 
teric change are often, bothered 
with attacks of vertigo and faint­ 
ing. They must be assured that 
this is common and natural and 
will pass, and simply means that 
nature is telling them not to over­ 
do and not to strain their vi tai 
reserves. 
In many people over the age of 
fifty, both vertigo and syncope, in 
most cases, mean nothing more 
than a lack of elasticity of the 
arteries of the brain, which does 
not allow them to respond as rap­ 
idly to sudden changes of posi­ 
tion, to sudden exertion and espe­ 
cially to sudden emotions. Both 
in men and women the ear may 
be at fault and treatm ent directed 
at that source is indicated. 
Use of Substitution Drugs 


In women especially, but also 
in men, the use of substitution 
drugs which fire used during the 
menopause are very valuable. 
But the most im portant thing 
of all is rest and relaxation. This 
is especially important in w ar 
time. It is my experience that the 
young have a pretty good time 
during wars and rather enjoy 
them, but the old feel out of it and 
take it out in explosions of nerv­ 
ous energy which do nobody any 


good but do the individual a lot 
of harm. I am going to discuss 
this further tomorrow, so we will 
let the subject drop in th at way. 
There are. of course, a few seri­ 
ous causes of vertigo and syncope 
and fainting spells and allied con­ 
ditions, even in the old, but none 
of these is beyond the means of 
ary average doctor to treat and I 
am sure that, after an examina­ 
tion which is neither expensive 
nor elaborate, you will feel very 
.mech better about a set of symp­ 
toms which may be the cause of 
some ).c rturLation.

there. The fact that it affects the 
sensory part of the nerve is what 
makes it so painful. The course 
of the disease may be divided into 
three stages: first, several days 
of pain without eruption; second, 
the skin eruption which appears 
in the form cf hard blisters with 
intense inflam m atory reaction 
around the point; and the con­ 
valescent period, during which 
the skin heals up. 
The whole 
course of the disease usually lasts 
about three 
weeks. 
The best 
treatm ent is to use the X-ray over 
the area of the affected ganglia. 
Another treatm ent is the use of 
email doses of diphtheria anti­ 
toxin. Why this latter works is 
not known.
